FIRST. 

The highest bidder to be the buyer, and if any dispute arise between 
the bidders before the ensuing lot is sold, the lot in dispute to be put up 
again and re-sold. 

SECOND. 

No advance less than 6d.; above one pound Is.; and so on in pro 
portion to five pounds, when 5s. will be deemed an advance, and no 
person shall be allowed to retract his or her bidding. 

THIRD. 

The purchasers to give in their names and residences, and to pay 
the full purchase money for each lot at the fall of the hammer (if 
required), and if credit is given beyond one week, Interest will be 
charged at the rate of £5 per cent, per annum; and all accounts not 
paid within one month from the day of sale will be subject to Interest 
at the rate of £10 per cent, per annum until the day of payment thereof.
